dollars to the association. Other 
offers were made from other cities,

When I represented 
your association at Cleveland four 
years ago I voted for San Francis- 
co, and stood alone—more in jest

must be with the secretary of the 
N.S.A. by October 1st of each year. 
You will see this in printed reports 
but I thought it well to call atten- 
tion to it, as local secieties would 
have to be notitied to bring to the 
state association in September their 
reports accordingly. 

The convention closed on Friday 
night, and the board met early on 
Saturday morning for 
action of business, to hear requests 
from such as might have any to 
present, and as Brother Jones had 
written me that Mrs. Chesbro was 
again under arrest in Los Angeles, 
and believing I was doing what 
would meet with your approval. I 
went before them aud presented 
the following article: 

«To the Officers and Board of 
Trustees of the National Spiritu- 
alist Association, I hereby present 
the following request, asking your 
immediate action upon the same— 
That, inasmuch as a city ordinance 
of Los Angeles, California, de- 
mands a license fee of our mediums 
for the exercise of their medical 
gifts, placing them ona level with 
fortune tellers and charlatans ; and 
in view of the fact that J. Shaw 
Gillespie, president of the Cali- 
fornia State Spiritualists’ Associa- 
tion, and other spiritualists, have 
brought to bear upon the city offi- 
cials. what influence they could, I, 
as their representative, ask that a 
document be prepared setting forth 
the fact that Spiritualism is an or- 
ganized and legalized religious 


the trans- 


body, with auxilliary state associa- 
tions; that its mediums in their 
various methods. of giving com- 
municatlons are its recognised 
ministry, and as such should be al- 
lowed to practice their gifts and do 
their work of ministration un- 
molested. 


Therefore, in justice we ask that 
all persons duly ordained and pos- 
sessing certificates of ordination or 
recognition and protection by the 
California State Spiritualist As- 
sociation, whether as pastors or 


mediums, shali not be subject to 
this license fee. 


Also, that the case of Mrs, Maud 
Ghesbro, now pending in the courts 
of Los Angeles, be withdrawn, she 
being an ordained and authorised 
minister of Spiritualism, and $ 


” Association. 


I also ask that in case the suit is 
pushed the N. S. A., from its 
mediums’ defense fund, contribute 
toward the same in part. 

Respectfully submitted, Mrs R. 
S. Lillie, chairman of delegates’ 
committee. 

Mr. Mayer, the treasurer, replied, 
saying he supposed we were ‘‘ina 
land of gold.” I told him that it 
was certain that not much of the 
gold of California flowed into the 
coffers of the State Spiritualists? 
Association, and that we labored 
under many disadvantages. They 
assured me that the matter sbould 
receive immediate attention, and 
the paper be prepared for Mr. Dye. 

They then said no claim could be 
made upon the N.S.A. for aid from 
its mediums’ defence fund except 
through the state association. I 
claimed that I had not been dis- 
charged and was acting at the time 
as t heir authorised agent, which 
they agreed to. Mr. Barrett as- 
sured me that there was no reason 
why they should not «assist me in 
the matter. I would suggest that 
the Chesbro’s be counseled to act 
as carefully and economicaly as 
possivle, as they did before, for of 
course we could not expect but 
part of the help from them, I told 
them I thought the expense of the 
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previous trial was between two and . 


three hundred dollars, and I think 
if held somewhere near that they 
would contribute one-half if called 
upon: .

The present writer has, so far, 
failed to capture a single sub-con- 
scious self and bring him into 
court. Sub-conscious self may cr 
may not bave the powers ascribed 
to him, and may or may not be so 
suggestible that he cannot heip be- 
ing a first-class liar; but there 
need be no. doubt of the preserce of 
our “next door neighbor.” Every 
public seance with a genuine sensi- 
tive as high priest or priestess, has 
the ear marks of this truth. Let 


us see what is reasonably proved 


by such genuine experiences, 

1.—Ali classes of spirits alike 
must come to the edge of the divide 
where ‘‘next door neighbors” 
dwell, if they want to communicate 
with mortals. 

2._Even the most advanced 
spirit must be limited and befogged 
by such a nearness to earih life, 
He may not be injured or enslaved 
by any foe, but he becomes bespat- 
tered with mud and mentally be- 
fogged. — Pe | 

38.—A pure and unselfish motive 
is no protection to tre mortal from 
spirit foes, any more than it pro- 


. tects him from lightening and flood. 


The authors of the work we have 
quoted were true and loyal to their 
spirit friends, who were also true 
to them. Yet conditions favored 
the foe, and independent medium- 
ship lost the battle. 

4.—It is true the advanced spirit 
may be more powerful than any 
foe, but he stays ir such an atmos- 
phere no longer than is necessary 
for his labor of love for some mor- 
tal. Yet he can be thereafter simu- 


lated so skillfully that the mortal 
rarely finds out the deception. 
5.—Every class of spirit, whether 
advanced or not, is dependent ona 
sensitive mortal for any intercourse 
with earth life; and a mortal, un- 
less he be a sensitive, can greet no 
Spirit, whether friend or foe. : 
There are powers of clairvoy- 
ance, etc., possessed. by many sen- 
Sitives which, it is now claimed, be- 
long to a man’s sub-conscious self. 
Whether or not that be so, it is ab- 
surd to suppose the mortal could 
have any power superior to that of 
an advanced spirit. Across the 
divide that mortal sensitive will 
face the same law of limitation, and 
the tremendous influence of sug- 
gestion. That his vision is sug- 
gested is proved by the fact that 
very rarely do two clairvoyants 
have the same vision. Mortalz 
have been in the habit of taking 
such visions in a mass, and sorting 
them into a semblance of harmony 
upon which a religion of belief has 
been erected. Clairvoyants who 
find dead bodies, locate mines, and 
tell tales of spirit life, are emphati- 
cally ‘‘next door neighbors.” 
Nature’s progress is asystem of 
steps. You cannot climb up to 
number six, and then jump to nine. 
Each step is a foothold of ex- 
perience that cannot be missed, 
The returning spirit may come 
swiftly as he please, but he can 
miss no step. The mortal has his 
rigid limit, after which, and until 
the next step has been climbed, he 
will know, see and hear that which 
is above him only by suggestion. 
The clairvoyant who outreaches 
the divide becomes subject to the 
law of spirit life, and, like our 
Spirit visitors, will be limited and 
twisted in the tale he tells the rest 
of us by the power of suggestion 
from one side or the other. 
When we apply such logical de- 


ductions to our personal and seance 


experiences with mediums, we be- 
gin to see why exposures are be- 


coming the rule rather than the ex- 


ception in physical phenomena. 
Let us remember that every mor- 
tal crosses the divide to become a 
spirit, and that many linger as near 
to earth as possibe. Of course all 
classes alike while thus near may 
exchangs greeting with mortals 
somewhat easily.

When a sitter thinks fraud he 
suggests fraud, and sooner or later 
the sensitive falls a victim to that 
suggestion The sensitive young 
man or woman who once becomes 
the tool of the public seance, is al- 
most sure, sooner or later, to be 
subjected to a genuine exposure of 
fraud in whatever may be his or 
her particular phase. The psycho- 
metric sensitive can be suggested 
into gathering a kit of burglar’s 
tools ; and the cabinet sensitive can 
be, and sooner or later will be, sug- 
gested into gathering a kit of wigs 
and cheese-cloth robes. Among 
our next docr neighbors are plenty 
who enjoy the fun of suggestion 
and aiding in any such deception. 
This being a natural consequence 
of visiting acquaintance with next 
door neighbors the well-meaning 
sensitive cannot escape, and the 


weli-meaning sitter may find him- 
self fooled to his heart’s content. 
So the exposure may either impli- 
cate the mere fake, or uncover sug- 
gested rascality by a genuine me- 
dium ‘The only possible remedy is 
is to make and hold such scientific 
conditions as will protect both sen- 
sitive and his mortal sitters. The 
‘ neighbor” is beyond capture, but 
may safely be watched as a suspect. 

Every phase of phenomena is 
valuable as demonstrating human 
immortality, but we see that very 
immortality may be a curse as well 
asa blessing. Any phase of me- 
diumship, used for a living, may be 
just as uncertain, as itis, of course, 
subject to suggestion, but the sitter 
must take the chance of neighbor 
fraud, with no hope of legal protec- 
tion. Yet more, spirit identy is al- 
ways doubtful. ‘If fairly proved to- 
day it may be simulated to-morrow, 
for the sitter neither sees nor hears 
across the divide where these 
neighbors hold revel. 


For many a reason, often discus- 
sed in these columns, spirit com- 
munion is, and must always be, of 
limited value to the mortal. We 
learn through it our own immor- 
tality, and something of the lives 
of our near neighbors. Beyond 
that all is uncertain and befogged. 
We learn that the earthling, having 
cast his skin, crosses the divide. 
How far he travels and how rapid- 
ly, depends upon himself. But each 
of us can with certainty determine 
where our selfhood will first make 
its new home across the divide.

The secular press has teamed with 
matter of this kind, and predictions 


have been made of the most specific 


character regarding the downfall 


of existing political parties, and the 
- establishment of a new form of 
government. 


President Roosevelts probable 


= policy has also been freely com- 


mented upon, and his future career 
made the subject of all kinds of 
prophecy and speculation. Spiritu- 
alists have indulged in criticism 
and speculation with great freedom. 


:- Many of them have recalled several 


predictions made by reliable me- 
diums in 1900 to the effect that 
McKinley and Roosevelt would be 
elected—that McKinley would be 
assassinated—that Roosevelt would 
fill the unexpired term. and be 
elected his own successor by the 
greatest majority ever given any 
candidate for the high cffice; and 
that, after a year’s service, he tco 
would be removed by assassination. 
It is not strange, in the light of re- 


tap 


cent events, that these prophecies 


should be recalled. They have all 
been fulfilled, with the single ex- 
ception ef the one relating to 
President Roosevelts death by 
violence. 

Strange as it may appear, these 
prophecies have found their way 
into the secular papers, and have 
been made the subjects of brief 
editoriais in a number of instances. 
Many mediums are devoting them- 
selves to the work of forecasting 
the future, and some of them have 
been rather free in predicting the 


-violent transition of the President. 


Within the past thirty days no less 
than four such. predictions have 
been made by honest, reputable 
mediums in the- presence of the 
writer and dozens of other people. 
Four years ago the writer listened 
to a most remarkable prophecy, 
with the request on the part of the 
spirit controlling the medium that 
the strictest secrecy be observed. 
Its fulfilment up to date warrants 
the writer in calling the attention 


of the Spiritualists of America to 


the plain duty that is now theirs. 
The utterance in public and in 
private of these prophecies of the 
coming transition of the President 
is a suggestion to some Guiteau or 


Czolgocz to repeat their terrtble 


crimes. Suggestion in therapeu- 
tics is known to be more powerful 
than medicine either for healing 
the sick or for destroying them. 
These prophecies are fraught with 
grave danger to the undeveloped 
sensitive who is brooding over real 
or fancied wrongs, and catches the 
psychic,suggestion that Roosevelt 
is going to be killed. There are 
scores of men in whose mind this 
thought, once being lodged, are 
capabie of putting it into execution. 
Let these prophecies be recorded 
and witnessed if need be, but in the 
name of all that is good let us keep 
them from suggesting harm to the 
official head of our nation or to 
any one else. 

This is a matter that rises far 
above personality and partisanship. 
The President is the embodiment 
of the.spirit of the nation and is 
expected to work its will. Between 
the office and the man who fills it 
there is always a great difference— 
a hiatus too broad to be bridged 
even by the popularity and states- 
manship of a Washington or a Lin- 
coln. The office should typify the 
highest ideal of freedom, progres- 
sion, patriotism and enlightenment 
to every true American. Unless it 
does this our nation is no safer, no 
freer than are the monarchial 
governments of the old world. Wer 
should therefore, as loyal citizens, 
do our very best to protect that 
high office and the one who fills it. 
It is our plain duty to do it if we 
wi to be worthy of the heritage 
that is ours. 

Spiritualists, as a step toward 
that goal let us suggest, unitedly 
and heartity, that President Roose- 


velt is not only going to live out _ 


his full term, but that he is going 
to give our nation one of the best 
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administrations it has ever had. 
Let us say daily in the silence of 


our souls and forceatiy aloud, when | 


we hear direful predictions of his 
violent death—that he will live— 
live on in perfect health, and with 
a clear brain to do the will of the 
people whose servant he is. 
us meet the suggestion of death by 
violence with the counter-sugges- 
tion of continued life and health for 
the head of our nation. This is our 
duty, fellow Spiritualists, and we 
must meet it as patriots if we de- 
Sire to continue our enjoyment of 
our present moiety of freedom. 
This is not written in any politi- 
cal sense whatsoever. The writer’s 
political views are well known, and 
he is by no means a hero worshiper, 
hence he is not actuated by any 
spirit of partisanship. Patriotism 
is beyond partisanship, and the de- 
feat of one great political party 
does not make its adherence trai- 
tors, nor 
mistic followers of Schopenhauer 
and Van Hartman. It is not Roose- 
velt’s personality as a man, but 
Roosevelt’s personality as the em- 
bodiment of the spirit of America 
that the writer desires to protect. 
Every citizen owes it to his con- 
science and to his God to render 
cheerful support to everything that 
is just and right in the works of 
the Roosevelt administration that 
is tocome. Therefore let us send 


forth the strongest possible sug- 


gestions for life, health, strength 
and a wise and patriotic administra- 
tion for Theodore Roosevelt to 
March 4th, 1909. Let us put away 
all contrary suggestions and show 
the world that good is always the 
master of evil, no matter what form 
the latter may assume in the 
thoughts, words and deedsof every 
Spiritualist.
